Department staff will assemble the disclosed e records end contact you to make 
arrangements for inspection or delivery of the records. You may elect to receive copies 
of the records or to inspect them in person. If you choose to inspect the records, you 
must do so at the location (s) at which they are regularly maintained, if you choose to 
receive copies, documents maintained in electronic format will be transmitted 
electronically whenever possible. If the Department needs to deliver hard copies, you 
will be charged a copying fee of $. 15 per page. The Department will notify you of the 
total cost prior to mailing the records. Please rio'e I he Department cannot waive or 
reduce these fees and costs for any reason. 

Please note that the Office of Sp" Prevention and Response fGSPR) is primarily 
responsible for responding to oil s pi s. Because OS PR may have responsive records, the 
Department is forwarding your request to OSPR and the Department and OSPR wi 
provide you a single coordinated response.
